JOSEPH AND EDWARD ROWSE 


ME the railroading Rowse broth- 
ers! They’re the two smiling gents 
on the cover of this month’s Bulletin. 


And they've got something to smile 


about, for between the two of them 
they've racked up over 100 years of 
accident-free service with Southern Paci- 
fic. Both are well-known engineers on our 
first-rate train City of San Francisco. 
And both have received commendatory 
and merit letters from all the superin- 
tendents under which they have worked 
during their many years of safe SP 
service. 

Edward J. P. Rowse, older of the 
two brothers, was korn in Cornwall 
County, England, in 1883. He joined 
Southern Pacific on June 1, 1900 as a 
fireman, in November 1906 he became 
an engineer, His name now tops the 
Salt Lake Division engineers’ seniority 
roster, and he is regularly assigned to 
Trains 101 and 102 between Ogden and 
Carlin. 


Younger brother Joseph J. Rowse was 
born in 1885, also in Cornwall County. 
He entered SP service as a call boy at 
Ogden on December 2, 1902, transferred 
to fireman on June 30, 1903, and was 
promoted to engineer on September 21, 
1907, He also is regularly assigned to 
Trains 101 and 102, Ogden to Carlin, 
and rates fourth place on the engineers’ 
seniority roster. 
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F, E. Kalbaugh, superintendent of the 
Salt Lake Division, is proud of having 
these two loyal engineers on his divi- 
sion. “Their entire service has been 
exemplary,” he says. 


The railraading Rowse brothers are 
proud of their records, but close friends 
say they are even prouder of their 
grandchildren. 

Joseph’s grandson, Jay Chamberlain 
{son of L, P. Chamberlain, telegrapher, 
Ogden), recently won a United Nations 
Student Pilgrimage Contest sponsored 
by the IOOF in Utah. He was awarded 
a 17-day tour of the United States. 


Edward’s grandson, Gordon Rowse, is 
a dead-eye marble shooter and last year 
won the National Marble Tournament. 
This year he took third place. 


Last year Salt Lake Division won the 
top award in the all-employes class of 
the President’s Annual Safety Award 
Contest. It’s no wonder that they did, 
numbering safety conscious and experi- 
enced people like the railroading Rowse 
brothers among their ranks. 


MEET R. L. BOTHWELL, another top-notch 
engineer, who shares Salt Lake Div. serv- 
lee and safety records with the Rowse 
brothers, Bothwell joined SP es a fire- 
man in 1902, He took over the throttle 
a few years later and has been on the 
right side of the cab ever since.

Kalbaugh greeted Bothwell when he 
piloted the City of San Francisco into 
Ogden on his 50th anniversary with SP. 
It was also his birthday: he'd started 
with SP on the day he was 18. Myrtle 
Bothwell, his wife, is first assistant to 
the grand president of the GIA to BofLE.

In the 
first picture June is met by G. W. Hud- 
kins, who politely escorts her to one 
of 12 booths, where she makes direct 
phone connection with the information 
chart clerk, Marion Pierce, at the tele 
phone sales board on the 4th floor of the

building (large new board has replaced 
those shown in picture). After placing 
her order, June sits in the comfortable 
lounge while tickets are being made up 
by one of the ticket-makers (below, left), 
who are (Lr) W. R. Lindemuller, Leo 
Hellwitz, Lyman Graham, Chapman Rey- 
nolds. When tickets are made up they 
are sent to the Travel Service Agency by 
pneumatic tube. June is paged by public 
address system, steps up to the counter 
and receives her tickets from Charlie 
McDonald. Normally the transaction is

completed between 15 and 18 minutes 
from the time the customer arrives. An- 
other feature of the service is that per- 
sons seeking information only also -go 
directly to the phone booths. Thus, there 
is no standing at the counter except 
when a ticket is presented. Customers 
who phone from outside for information 
or tickets follow the same procedure as 
in the past. When buying tickets they 
can specify at what office they will pick 
them up. 


RIO GRANDE LEADS SAFETY RACE 


Re? GRANDE Division Railroaders 
are ahead in four classifications in 
the President’s Annual Safety Awards 
Contest, According to figures covering 
nine months of this year, they led in 
the All Employes, Maintenance of Way, 
Transportation, and Motive Power and 
Car Departments classifications, 

At the end of nine months’ competi+ 
tion Rio Grande Division stood at the 
top in the All Employes classification 
with a score of only 4.58 accidents for 
every million man hours worked. Salt 
Lake Division was close behind with a 
6,24 ratio. 

Jn the Maintenance of Way Dept. 
competition Rio Grande Division racked 
up a perfect score. Close behind were 
Salt Lake, Portland and San Joaquin 
Divisions with ratios of 2.13, 2.79 and 
2.88 respectively, 

In the contest between the various 
Motive Power and Car Departments, 
Rio Grande had an accident ratio of 
L76 for every million man hours 
worked, Salt Lake and Los Angeles 
Divisions were following with 3.40 and 
3.92 ratios respectively. 

While Rio Grande is ahead in the 
Transportation Department classifica- 
tion with a ratio of 11.01, the Salt Lake 
Division is pushing them hard with a 
13.6] ratio. 

Rio Grande Division appears to be 
heading for a clean sweep of most of 
the President’s Awards, but Salt Lake 
Division, as the above totals show, is 
closing fast for a tight end of the year 
challenge. 

In the Stores Department classifica 
tion West Oakiand leads with a 1.27 
ratio. Los Angeles Stores are dogging 
their heels with a 1.49 ratio. 

Oakland Dining Car Department is 
Jeading Los Angeles with « ratio of 3.42. 

The three General Shops are running 
almost .abreast, with Los Angeles’ .74 


ratio putting it out abead by a nose. 

Among the Yards, El Paso gets the 
nod with a 6.21 ratio in the Group One 
classification; Stockton leads Group 
Two with a clean accident slate; and 
Sparks leads Group Three with another 
goose egg. Suisun, Salem, Carlin, Tu- 
cumcari, Albany, Ashland, Nogales, 
Weed, Don Luis and Corvallis all have 
zeros in Groups 4 and 5. 

The Big Six Stations are stepping 
high this year with a proud record of 
well under 3.0 accidents per million 
man hours worked, Los Angeles, Sac- 
tamento and Portland all have zeros for 
the nine-month period. 

From all indications it will be a close 
race in all classifications as the Presi- 
dent’s Awards contest draws toward a 
close. Though Rio Grande Division is 
ahead in many classifications, other di- 
visions are pouring on steam. There 
could be an upset at the end of the year.

Coast and Sacramento Division rail- 
roaders are wearing small orange metal 
tags inscribed “Stop Ax”; the “ax” 
meaning accidents. Meetings are being 
held on both divisions in a concentrated

OUR OKLAHOMA BUSINESS-GETTERS 


HIS is the seventh in a series of articles presented by the “Bulletin” te acquaint 
our on-line readers with members of the far-flung Southern Pacific family who 
work in our off-line agencies, Next month: Washington General Agency. 


NE of Southern Pacifie’s busiest off- 

line agencies ie in the “Home of the 
Redmen.” That’s what Oklahoma means 
in the language of the Choctaw Indians. 
However, Oklahoma City General Agent 
J.J. McCauley thinks it might better be 
called the “Home of the Oil Men,” since 
in Tulsa are located general offices or re- 
fineries of practically every major oil 
company in the United States, 


From his office in Oklahoma City, Gen- 
eral Agent McCauley supervises SP pas- 
senger and freight solicitation through- 
out Oklahoma, with the assistance of a 
district office maintained in Tulsa, the 
state’s second largest city and the “Oil 
Capital of the World.” 


Oklahoma is rich in other minerals 
besides oil. A great deal of coal is pro- 
duced from strip and shaft. mines and 
is used largely by smelters and steel 
mills. Lead and zinc also are produced, 
and Oklahoma boasts one of the finest 
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glass sand deposits in the country. Nine 
major glass manufacturers have estab- 
lished plants there. The availability of 
natural gas has been an important rea- 
son for many industries coming to the 
state. Oklahoma limestone, gypsum, 
plaster and cement are used for con- 
struction throughout the Southwest. 
Oklahoma’s oil wells and refineries

have attracted many related industries 
for manufacture or warehousing of pipe, 
tank, and oil well digging machinery. 

Agriculture also plays an important 
part in Oklahoma’s economy. Principal 
products are wheat, hay, cotton, milo, 
peanuts, pecans and broom corn. The 
world’s largest grain storage facility is 
located at Enid. 

Each Spring large numbers of cattle 
are shipped in from Texas and Mexico 
to graze and fatten on the famous blue 
stem grasslands of Oklahoma's Osage 
County, largest in the U.S. 

Large government installations in the 
state include an Air Force Depot at 
Midwest City; an extensive Navy am- 
munition dump at McAlester; and at 
Lawton the Army’s largest artillery 
school, Fort Sill, covering 54,000 acres. 

While Oklahoma City General Agency 
handles a great deal of business incident 
to the movement of cars of freight— 
28,852 in and out during 1951, not in- 
cluding perishables, and 18,375 during 
the first seven months of 1952—these 


“figures do not tell the whole story. Ac- 
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tually, many more cars are controlled 
from Oklahoma than enter the State. 
Traffic representatives of oil and steel 
companies there route thousands of cars 
each year over Southern Pacific Lines 
that neither originate nor terminate in 
the Oklahoma territory. 

What with handling all the above 
mentioned freight business and actively 
soliciting passengers for our trains, 
Agent McCauley and his staff are very 
busy folks indeed.

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COTTON MOVEMENT CALLS FOR CARE 


OUTHERN PACIFIC is now hauling 

to market America’s most valuable 
cash crop. From the Western, San Joa- 
quin, Los Angeles, Tucson and Rio 
Grande Divisions, trainloads of cotton 
are on the move. 

With the cotton movement comes one 
of the greatest fire hazards the railroad 
must handle, For cotton is highly com- 
bustible. A mere spark can set a bale 
blazing. And that bale can ignite others 
in a car, ruining a whole shipment. 

Freight Protection, Merchandise and 
Station Service is making an all-out 
eflort to acquaint every railroader who 
has contact with the cotton movement of 
the fire hazard involved, 

According to P. M. Chaimov, manager, 
FPM&SS, SP handled 48,666 carloads of 
cotton during the 18-month period be- 
tween January, 1951, and June, 1952, 
There is expected to be a substantial in- 
crease during the present season as the 
acreage under cultivation has been in- 
creased considerably, particularly in 
Arizona. With each additional freight 
car loaded there is an additional oppor- 
tunity for a fire. 

The biggest contributing factor toward 
fire in cotton is improperly prepared 
cars. Buckles, bands, nails, bolts or 
other metals protruding from car walls 
ean snag and break the steel bands with 
which the cotton bales are bound. A 
loose band may strike a spark and ig- 
nite the cotton, A cotton fire inside a 
car is seldom found before real and ex- 
tensive damage is done. 

The only way to prevent this type of 
fire is to make absolutely certain that 
each car is completely free of all foreign 
metal before it is loaded. 

Smokers are another cause of cotton 
fires. A carelessly flicked match or cig- 
arette can start a bale smoldering. It 
may be loaded without the fire being 
noticed. Carloaders should be closely 
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watched in this regard, and doors of 
partially loaded cars held overnight 
should be closed and sealed to guard 
against trespassers. 

If a yard employe anywhere on line 
suspects that a car loaded with cotton 
{or loaded with anything else, for that 
matter) has a smoldering fire inside, he 
should immediately notify the yardmas- 
ter and the fire department. The car 
should not be opened until fire fighting 
equipment is on the scene, as the sud- 
den draft from the open door could feed 
the fire. 

Cars which contain grease or oil 
stains, or remnants of cement or fer- 
tilizer should not he loaded with cotton. 
Contamination of the commodity will 
bring large claims against us. 

“With the full assistance of everyone 
involved,” says FPM&SS Manager Chai- 
mov, “we can move this season’s cotton 
crop with a very minimum of claims. 
The claim payments we will save and 
the good will of shippers that we will 
engender will more than repay us for 
our efforts.” 


R. N, Booker, general road foreman 
of engines and general air brake in- 
specter, retired after more than 46 years 
of railroading. He began as a fireman 
with the Southern Railway in 1906, and 
in 1909 joined the EP&SW Railroad, 
which later became a part of Southern 
Pacific. After various promotions, he 
became district road foreman of en- 
gines, Los Angeles, in 1939. In 1941 he 
was appointed to the position held at 
the time he retired. 


Out of every dollar spent by the 
railroads in 1951 for additions and bet- 
terments, 75 cents was for equipment 
and 25 cents was for fixed property.

Golden State Route 
Has Golden Jubilee 


NE of Southern Pacific’s four great 

routes is celebrating its Golden 
Jubilee. Through train service on the 
Golden State Route between Los An- 
geles and Chicago began on November 
2, 1902. 

For the first two years the route was 
open, trains operated during the Winter 
only. On December 28, 1904, passenger 
trains began daily operation over the 
route. 

The name Golden State Limited first 
appeared in public time-tables in 1910 
identifying an improved train. In 1924 
the train was given all new equipment, 
including club car with smoking room, 
barber shop and valet service, and a 
“new type of observation sleeper con- 
taining a ladies’ retiring room with bath 
and maid and manicure service.” 

In June, 1946, the Golden State Lim- 
ited was speeded to an approximate 48- 
hour schedule between Los Angeles and 
Chicago. Lightweight streamlined equip- 
ment was inserted into the train as 
rapidly as received from builders, and 
on January 4, 1948, the streamlined 
diesel-powered present Golden State was 
born as an extra fare train, and the word 
“Limited” was dropped from its name. 


The Golden State now operates on an 


approximate 44-hour schedule east and 
westbound, with the latest in Pullman 
room accommodations, outstanding din- 
ing and lounge facilities, and with chair 
cars furnished with reclining chairs and 
leg rests for travelers who like to com- 
bine economy and luxury.

L. J. MASSON RETIRES 


A RAILROAD career spanning 50 
years came to a close with the 
recent retirement of Louis J. Masson, 
assistant general auditor.

HOW DOES THIS STRIKE YOU? 


Tomato-Baked Eggs; Bacon-Fried Po- 
tatoes; Cabbage Salad (or Celery); Toast; 
Chilled Canned Peaches; Cookies; Tea 
or Coffee; Milk for Children. 

For Those Tomato-Baked Eggs. 
Empty a can of “stewed tomatoes” (the 
kind that have green peppers in them) 
into a casserole and put inte a hot oven 
(400° or so) to get bubbling hot. Take 
it out; break 4 or 5 eggs into the toma- 
toes, and put back into oven for 10 to 
15 minutes, or until eggs are as firm as 
you like them. Serve on toast, with 
tomatees spooned over all. 

Bacon-Fried Potatoes. For 4, peel 
and slice 2 or 8 big potatoes (or 3 or 4 
smaller ones}. In a big skillet cook 3 
or 4 slices of bacon. When brown, take 
out bacon and fry the potatoes in the siz- 
zling hot bacon fat. At serving time, 
crumble the bacon into the potatoes. In 
the meal just described, start the pota- 
toes first and keep heat low so they 
won’t burn, but will still be ready about 
the time the eggs are done.

Best-of-All Split Pea Soup; Garlic- 
Salted Toast; Pickles; Celery; Fruit 
Gelatin with Big Toppings of Cottage 
Cheese; Tea or Coffee. 

The evening before, make the soup 
and fix the gelatin. When soup is cooled, 
store in refrigerator. Then supper-get- 
ting is only a jiffy away when you get 
home from work next day. 

For the Soup. Into a kettle empty 
a 12-02. package of green split peas; add 
2 quarts warm water; a medium-sized 
onion, chopped fine; % green pepper, 
chopped fine; 14 teaspoon black pep- 
per; 4 to 6 tablespoons butter; 3 or 4 
chicken consomme cubes. Simmer about 
14 hours. Makes about 2 quarts.
